j attempt in the current number of the Worth 


'| American Review to make some statement of 
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the position:of those parties and of the un- 
derlying principles ‘that. give them their 
character, It is a little ‘curious that the 
efforts of both writers are directed mainly 
to stating, the position of the Demo- 
cratic . Party.. This is .a riddle that ; in-

The. difficulty of ~ the question 
lies « chiefly in) the ~ anomalous ~ and 
undefined condition in. which the De- 
mocraty is found. The eminent Senator 
from Vermont sets forth the purposes for 
which it was working previous to the civil 
war, and striking out the extension and pro- 
tection of ‘slavery, and leaving the doctrine 
of the right of secession in abeyance, finds a 
Tesidoum of “so-called free trade’* and the 
disposition to confine the national Jurisdic- 


tion ‘and legislation within the narrowest -
